SAN J'BAKCISCO ITEMS, 


The San Francisco Sir Knights expresa 
friendship toward the Apollo Commandery 
of Chicago. 
The Supreme Court Justices, together 
with Clerk McCarthy, have returned from 
Los Angeles, 
The body of Peter Murtha, who jumped 
from the ferryboat cn April 16th, floated 
into Long Wharf, Oaklard, Monday. 
Two hundred and eight marriage licenses 
were issued by Ccnnty Clerk Sesnon last 
month, for which $416 waa collected. 
A freight and passenger train collided at 
West Oakland Monday, resulting in a gen­ 
eral smashup of locomotives, but no Iosb of 
life. 
. 
The Coptic brought a shipment of 40,000 
pounds of opium, the largest shipment of 
this drug which has arrived her for some 
time. 
. 
The shipments of treasure hence over­ 
land for the last half of tbe month were 
$202,930, making a total cf $309,220 for 
the month. 
The receipts for duties at tbe Custom­ 
house for the past week were $37,247 77, 
making a total since January 1st of $2,­ 
572,353 43. 
The Tax Collector will sue the Central 
and Southern Pacific Railroad Companies 
to recover delinquent taxes os franchises, 
cars, etc , for the year 18S2. 
The report of License Collector McNeill 
for tfc-i month oí April will show the larg­ 
est collection for any month in many years. 
They will aggregate $42,000. 
The British ship Thessalus strived at 
London April 30th, from this port, and re­ 
ports that on the passage she lost her 
bridge, boats, bulwarks, snd jettisoned the 
cargo. 
The steamer Coptic landed 6G0 China­ 
men at Honolulu. 
She expected to get 200 
tons of coal at that port, but ccuid get only 
100 tons, which accounts for her short sup­ 
ply upon arrival. 
She waa 32 days from 
Hongkong. 
The Custom-bouse officers do not seem 
to have struck a prize iu the Coptic, re­ 
cently arrived from Hongkong, aa only 
two small lots of contraband goods have 
yet been seized. 
Search for smuggled 
goods is, however, being made. 
Four deaf mutes quarreled over a game 
of cards in a saloon on Third street, Mon­ 
day evening, and they went on tbe side­ 
walk to settlo the dispute.

The

Tho postponement of the inquest 
was necessary, owing to the illness cf 
Saulsbury, the elevator boy, who is still 
confined to hia bed.

cal scholars of the Union. 
They hold— 
and unquestionably they are right—that it 
is no recognition of another school of med­ 
icine for a regular to give advice to the 
patient of a physician of the other Bchool. 
On the contrary it is a duty to do so. 
As 
the New York Post well says : 
“ Physi­ 
cians, as well asallotherscientificm eninour 
time, must come to regard themselves not 
as bands of tradesmen, interested in keep­ 
ing up the prices of their goods and dis­ 
couraging competition, but as reservoirs of 
tho best knowledge of the day, from which 
everybody is at liberty to draw.” 
Suppose 
it be adm itted th at all schools but the reg­ 
ular are impositions, outright “ humbugs,” 
why should th at fact prevent a regular 
from advising a patient as to the true na­ 
ture of his disease because he has in em­ 
ployment one of the ostracized school ? 
There is no other profession in which the 
rule prevails that the New York society 
sets up. 
The State Medical Society of 
New York permits "m ixed consultations,” 
the New York Academy prohibits them, 
and thus in the Empire State doctors dis­ 
agree. 
As surely as the world moves the 
State Society’s code will trium ph, for it is 
in the line of advance and toleration, and 
the spirit of the age.

THE CASE O? KATE EASE. 


Miss K ate Kane is a member of the 
honorable profession that makeB the stndv 
and practice of law a vocation. 
She is 
enrolled at the Wisconsin bar. 
In her 
practico she has shown impatience before 
the Courts. 
The code of legal ethics has 
been irksome to her, so far as it restrained 
her from “ Bpeaking her mind ” in Conrt— 
a woman's prerogative at all times and in 
all places. 
Iu short, she is a tempestuous 
little woman, aud her legal training has, 
by giving her independence, added to the 
acerbity of her temper. 
Recently a Mil­ 
waukee Judge refused to assign her as 
counsel to defend a prisoner who wished 
to have the benefit of her services as a 
lawyer. 
Thereupon Kate began to speak 
to the Court in terms incisive and con­ 
temptuous. 
The Court rebuked her, when 
she seized upon an inkstand aud sought to 
cast it at his Honor's head, but she was 
prevented. The bar spittoon was too heavy 
for her, and 
she 
grasped a glass of 
w ater and 
dashed 
it into the face 
of the Judge. Very properly she was fined 
for contempt, and in default of payment 
she was Bent to jail, from which even the 
w rit of habeas corpus has failed to releaso 
her. 
This is all there is in the m atter con­ 
cerning which the dispatches have keen 
making such a pother. 
But the circum­ 
stances have afforded some people occasion 
to manifest their contempt for women who 
seek to fill such professional positions. 
“ Thi8,” say they, “ is what you may ex- 
peot—this proves how foolish if is to ex­ 
pect women to retain their native modesty 
when brought into the active circles of 
business life. 
This proves that woman’s 
presence in the professions has no softening 
effect upon professional manners.” Now it 
proves nothing of the kind. 
If the logic 
of such sneers is worth the application, it 
proves man's unfitness tco, for he has over 
and again committed breaches of pro­ 
priety, and outraged the rules of Courts, 
mere wantonly than this Milwaukee spit­ 
fire has. 
Individual and rare instances 
like this have no bearing whatever upon 
the question of woman's fitness to enter 
the learned professions, aud those who ad­ 
vance such arguments against her confess 
th at they have no better or more forcible 
reasons to assert for her exclusion.

The first step of the Civil Service Com­ 
mission was to adopt the rules to govern 
applications and examinations. These have 
been submitted to the President. 
It is 
objeoted that they are too technical, too 
severe in some respects, and merely book- 
iih in others. 
So far as can be learned 
now there is no sufficient reason for these 
objections. The severity of the “ code of 
rules ” is probably more fancied than real. 
They would naturally appear severe and 
technical to the American politician and 
office-seeker who has not yet taken the 
initiatory degree in civil service reform. 
We are gratified to know that they are 
severe, and trust they call for a reasonably 
full knowledge of the duties sought to be 
discharged, and for evidence of applicants 
having at least a good practical education. 
The second step taken by the Commission 
is the appointment of Mr. Keim as Chief 
Examiner. It would have been better had 
a man less prominent in the political world 
been chosen. 
Keim is a political zsaint of 
the Cameron school, and has been asso­ 
ciated with bossism too intimately. 
But 
it is possible that the Commissioners need 
just such a bold and cool man to deal with 
the men who are seeking to negative their 
work. 
The very qualities that made him 
a good political manager may be the very 
best for an 
Examiner, now that he

PROTECTING 
THE PATH. 


Thcro is a district in Arabia bordering 
on the lower part of the Red Sea and the 
Gulf of Aden, known as Yemen. 
I t lies 
south of the nineteenth parallel along the 
Red Sea coast, to the Straits of Bab-el- 
Mundeb, and extends eastward to tho dis­ 
trict of Hadramaub. 
I t is the mast fer­ 
tile part of Arabia. 
The great stronghold 
of Aden, at the southerly extremity, is a 
British possession. 
In this district there 
has been an insurrection of Arabs against 
the authority of the Tnrks, aud the latter 
were ignobly defeated at Arba last week 
and driven to a hasty retreat from th at 
section. 
England’s path to India is along 
the shore of this district and she possesses 
considerable territory in Yemen. 
In this 
victory of the Arabs Bhe will now find an 
excuse for strengthening her position, aud 
we may reasonably expect her to do so. 
Her hold in Egypt on the southwest line of 
her route will be a constant temptation to 
rivet her power upon the opposite shore 
aud in the straits, and the Porte must con­ 
sent to whatever additional steps she may 
take to do so.

D estitu tion o f I ris h Im m ig ra n ts . 
M ontreal, May 1st.—A genuine specimen, 
on an extensive scale, of Irish destitution and 
poverty, was witnessed here yesterday by the 
arrival of three hundred immigrants from 
Connemara county, en route to St. Paul, 
Minn., with the intention of eetiliug in that 
State. They were accompanied by a young 
priest, to whom they looked for counsel and 
assistance, as they were all in an impecunious 
condition. Their appearance was indeed mis 
erabla in the extreme—each poorly clad far 
this climate, and a great many without shoes. 
They were mostly in families, and seemed 
careworn and emaciated. Evea the train 
hands were afraid to enter the cars until the 
voyagers came out and tbe hose was applied 
to wash out the interiors. 
F a rth er R iotin g at P ort Said. 
P ort Said, May 1st.—There was further 
rioting Monday afternocn, the pet pie closing 
their Bhnps.

C a r o l in a 's S w e e t S ix t e e n .—A curious 
petition was that addressed in 1773 to tbe 
Governor of South Carolina by sixteen 
maidens of Charleston. It ran thus : “ The 
humble petition of all the maids who * 
names are underwritten. 
Whereas, we, 
the humble petitioners, are at present in a 
very melancholy disposition of mind, con­ 
sidering how all the bachelors are blindly 
captivated by widows, and our own youth­ 
ful charms thereby neglected ; in conse­ 
quence of this, our request is that your 
Excellenoy will for the future order that no 
widows presume to marry any young man 
till the maids are provided for ; or else to 
pay each of them a fine for satisfaction for 
invading our liberties, and likewise a fine 
to be levied on all snch bachelors as shall 
be married to widows. 
Tne great disad­ 
vantage it is to us maids is that the wid­ 
ows, by their forward carriage, do snap up 
the y Jung men, and have the vanity to 
think their merits beyond ours, which is a 
great imposition on ns, who ought to have 
preference. 
This is humbly recommended 
to your Excellency’s consideration, and 
hope you will permit no farther insults. 
And we poor maids, in duty bound, will 
ever pray.” 
The forlorn sixteen would 
have approved the edict of the Portuguese 
King, which forbade widows more then 
fifty years old from remarrying, on the 
ground that experience taught that widows 
of that age commonly wedded young men 
of no property, who dissipated the fortunes 
such marriages brought them, to the pred* 
judice of children and other relatives. 


S o l id M i l k . —To make condensed milk, 
the milk is subjected to a heat of some 230 
degrees, which, it is ssid, scalds it. 
By a 
new process the heat is only about 130 de­ 
grees, and the product is called evaporated 
milk. 
W hen the time of exposure to that 
moderate heat is sufficiently prolonged, all 
the watery part of the milk is driven off, 
and tbe remnant is a tough, solid mass, 
creamy white in color, and much resem­ 
bling a dried chnnk of white flour dough. 
T hat is granulated by artificial means ; a 
little fine white sugar is added to make it 
keep, and then it looks like oornmeal, and 
is called granulated milk. The evaporated 
milk is only about half as near solid as the 
condensed milk, b at is very rich, and so 
little effected by the process through which 
it has passed, th at when water is added the 
most delicate taste cannot detect the dif­ 
ference between it and pure natural milk ; 
cream rises on it, and batter can be made 
from it.

BOGUS HORTICULTURE AT A DISCOUNT. 


Eds. Recobd-Ukion : Under the pressure 
of public opinion, aud with the prospect of 
being surely kicked cut of an office that he 
di?graced by his incapacity, Mr. Boggs con­ 
cluded wisely to resign bis position as In­ 
spector cf F iuit Pesls. 
The next best thing 
for Mr. Boggs to do now will be to resign as 
a member and President of the Board of 
Horticulture, for which position he is »b unfit, 
through his lack of horticultural knowledge, 
as he was for that cf Inspector of Fruit 
Pests. This little experiment at bogus horti­ 
culture carrie?, however, its aeoral, as the 
well known fable of “ The Ass and the L it­ 
tle Dog,” given by L a Fontaine. Besides 
its moral, this short episode of the horticult­ 
ural history of California also shows that the 
fruit-growers of tho State will not allow any 
such bogus claims r.a those of Mr. Boggs to 
steal a march on the fruit interests of Cali­ 
fornia. 
It shows further the urgency of a 
much-needed reform in the formation of 
the various commiraiona created under the 
patronage cf the State. 
I will, with ycur permission, take this op­ 
portunity to pay a public and well deserved 
tribute to the taleut, capability, entomolog­ 
ical knowledge and untiring energy of our 
late Chief Horticultural Officer, Matthew. 
Cooke, of Sacramento. Though bavin* b-en 
in that position only two short years, with no 
such preceding officer to ebow him the way 
through the wilderness of horticultural confu­ 
sion created by the sudden invasion of insect 
pests of all kinds, Mr. Cocke, with a rare 
talent at observation and a keen perception 
as to what ought to be done to fight, check 
and exterminate those enemies t.f our or­ 
chards, grasped the situation at a glance, and 
though having started almcBt unknown in the 
arena of those infinitesimal cf the animal life, 
he came cut of it with the glory of having 
b-en first to demonstrate the possibility 
of fighting with success those ir.inute pests of 
our orchards; and to California, through 
AD. Cooke and the leading horticulturists of 
the State, como the honor of having first 
given birth to " practical entomology.” Toat 
little book of Air. Cook?, " On the Insects 
Injurious to Fruit and Fruit Trees of the 
State ot California, with Remedies Recom­ 
mended for their Extermination,” which 
made the admiration of tbe practical horti­ 
culturists of America, France and England, 
will stand as a lasting monument of Califor­ 
nia’s energy and intelligence, and give to Mr. 
Cooke a well-merited reputation and tbe 
name of having been tbe fir.t “ practical 
entomologist ” of this or any other land.

FARMERS AND RAILROADS. 


A Practical Talk with a Western Man 
about Watering Stocks and Farms Too. 
The following letter, addressed to the 
New York World, appeared a few days 
since in that jonrnal: 
Sir : The following conversation took 
place between your correspondent, travel­ 
ing from the East, and a W estern farmer, 
while riding in a car of the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee and St. Panl Railroad. 
A s per­ 
haps it illuetrates a point or two th at may 
not be uninteresting to your readers, I 
send it to yon. 
C.—Seems to be a pretty good country ? 
F .—Yes ; Wisconsin is getting to be a 
pretty rich State—good soil and thrifty 
farmers. 
B at I live up in the edge <rf 
Minnesota, in the town of Lemoille, W i­ 
nona county. 
That country is a little 
ahead of thia. 
O.— Ah, you are a farmer, I conclude. 
F .—Yes ; I own a farm of 320 acres. 
C.—Ju st two quarter-section 
exemp­ 
tions ? 
F .—Yes ; but I bought the farm thirty 
years ago, at S3 an acre. 
C.—How much per cent, did the farm 
then yield after deducting labor and other 
expenses of running it ? 
F.—Ob, not much ; perhaps 5 per cent. 
There was little inducement to try the 
producing capscity of a farm at th at time. 
Produce brought about one-third what it 
does n o w ; farmers lived from hand to 
month—not much ambition. 
C.—How much do you consider yonr 
farm now worth ? 
F.—O, about $30 an acre. 
C .—I suppose your estimate is made 
from the percentage it pays yon after de­ 
ducting all expenses ? 
F .—Yes, on a basis of $30 I think it 
pays^ne S per cent., and that is about what 
money is worth np there. 
C.—I suppose this rise in property is 
owing to the railroads th at have been 
built ? 
_ 
F .— Yes, the railroads aie a good thing, 
but they want the lion’s share, and some 
people are favored in freights more than 
others. 
C.—I conclude th at you, unfortunatoly, 
do not live at a competing point. 
F .—This road is a fair sample of the 
whole. 
I t is a huge monopoly. 
It has, I 
believe, nearly 5,000 miles of track, has 
swallowed sixty or more roads, and is 
ready to gobble up all others it can get. 
Railroads 
will 
control 
the 
politics 
of 
this country and everything 
else 
yet. 
They have done something for us, to 
be snre, and might do a great deal more if 
they wero not all for self, grasping every­ 
thing. 
C.—This, my friend, is quite an arraign­ 
ment. 
But if the road has accomplished 
what you say it ha-, there must be some 
brains connected with it somewhere. Say- 
¡Dg nothing of its being a benevolent in­ 
stitution, it strikes me that in a business 
point of view these sixty roads, run as a 
unit, under one management, m ast give 
the people cheaper freights than if run in 
fragments, each fragment having a staff of 
officers of its own, with, perhaps, diverg­ 
ing interests and not sufficient capital to do 
with. 
The universe is run by one controll­ 
ing intelligence. 
It seems to be a monar­ 
chy or a monopoly, and yet it has the ap­ 
pearance of being a success and benefits the 
people. 
If there could be sufficient of this 
infinite wisdom instilled into one mind so 
th at it could govern a nation in impartial 
justice, it would be undoubtedly the best 
Government possible. 
Tnere are many in­ 
stitutions that seem to thrive better under 
one wise head than thoy could under many 
minds conflicting with each other. Banks, 
insurance companies and railroads seem to 
prosper best under one wise head to take 
the lead, and as I understand the his­ 
tory of this road, 
this unity system 
has been the 
making of the sections 
through which it is operated. 
I t took 
these branch roads, some of 
them in a 
state of bankruptcy, others having no 
practical beginning or termination, pnt in 
its money, made extensions where needed, 
brought all under one system of economy, 
and let the vast farming communities out 
to a good market, with prices such as they 
hardly dreamed of realizing. 
W ithin the 
last Beven years, while thus monopolizing 
and gobbling up, as you term it, the road 
has reduced its freight rates about twenty 
per cent., besides serving other men’s farms 
as yours has been served. 
Money fcaB been 
unsparingly appropriated for the better 
equipment of the road. 
You arc out to 
the market of the world with a good prop­ 
erty increased sixfold in value, prices treb­ 
led, products doubled, and if this has any­ 
thing to da with politics, then it is better 
that politics be run at railroad speed for a 
while instead of iu the old ruts ; it may be 
an improvement. 
As for a monopoly, that 
which briugs a plenty to tho board íb the 
kind to have. 
You will not be hurt by it 
as long as the field is left open for capital 
to compete with capital in railroad build­ 
ing, as it does in the W estern country. To 
oppress the people would be contrary to 
railroad interests. 
To have healthy, desir­ 
able and permanent prosperity, all classes 
must alike prosper and the benefits m ast 
be reciprocal. 
F .—Well, I think railroads should be 
under some legal restrictions. 
They ought 
not to be allowed to water their stock, as 
this and other roads have done. 
W hen 
they get a fair dividend on their original 
stock they should be satisfied,, and the 
balance they make should go to the peo­ 
ple in the shape of farther reductions in 
freight rates. 
C.—Ah ! let us see ! 
In the first place 
these roads are all under legal restrictions, 
compelling them to carry passengers for 
fare not above a certain figure. 
As they 
assume the attitude of common carriers 
they are subject to the law regulating com­ 
mon carriers. 
They are obliged to tako 
freight and deliver it without unreasonable 
and unnecessary delay, but thecirrier sets 
his own price. There and oh ter restrictions 
are made, and in return for what? Fortbe 
privilege of the right of way after the rail­ 
road corporation has paid the previous 
owner every cent the property is worth. 
But all the terms of tne contract are de­ 
fined in the law and the road is built under 
th at specified agreement. 
As an after­ 
thought, when the road has been built, 
the Stare has no right to interfere or 
swerve oce iota from the terms of the con­ 
tract. 
I t would be uujusfc, as in any 
other transaction between rnan and man. 
Hence the United States Constitution de­ 
clares : “ No State shall pass any ex post 
facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
of contracts.” 
. 
Now how stands the m itter ? 
You live 
near this railroad. 
E ght years ago the 
capital Btock of this railroad was §56,000,­ 
000. 
To purchase the other roa is it added 
to its capital. 
It also issued new stock, 
which you call watering, but it was merely 
exchanging stock for its first mortgage 
bends, as provided in the articles or agree­ 
ment when the bonds were issued. 
It also 
issued bonds to provide means far more 
rolling stcck and the better equipment of 
the road. The company also perceived that 
their investment had increased in value, 
and stock was issued representing this in­ 
crease, and thue added to the assets, as is 
usual and legitimate iu all enterprises—in 
all less that one-t elfth of the entire stock. 
The balance up to $123,000,000 represents 
actual purchase. 
W hile they have added 
less than one-twelfth to their entire capital, 
you have added five times the value of your 
capital to your assets, to which you claim 
an uudoubted right, and you get 8 per cent, 
on the whole, the railroad having helped 
yon to all. The railroad divides 7 per cent, 
on a little more than the criginaV'capita', 
after many of the stockholders have lain 
ont of their interest for years, and that 
“ little m ore’’you think should go to the 
people, while yon think yon should keep your 
entire increased capital and income. 
To be 
consistent, when you have made S per 
cent, ou your farm, at the rate of $5 p> r 
sere, you should divide the rest of your 
income amcng the consumers. Yon shonld 
not allow yonrself so to water your capi­ 
tal. 
After having famished the country 
with freight rates th at have given it such 
prosperity and raised prices of produce to 
a figure as high as the consumer can well 
bear, it would seem but fair that the bene­ 
fits shonld be reciprocal. 
The railroad 
having blessed the farmer, he shonld be 
willing that it shonld have also the fruit of 
its enterprise. 
But no ; you get six-fold 
profit on your original capital, and would 
hold the railroad company to their original 
•apital and confiscate to yoniselves aif the 
natural increase of its property in addition 
to the six fold value of your own. 
In 
other words, you would take 48 per cent, 
on your original capital and restrict the 
railroad company to 8 per cent, on theirs, 
and even forbid their adding less than 8 
per cent, increase of value to their original 
assets, which they have made out to do, ^ 


and this is the way t’^e selfish railroads are 
“ getting everything.” 
Do you suppose 
any company of men with snch a one sided 
prospect before them would have ever 
thought of hailding a railroad through this 
country? 
And then w hat'w ould be the 
worth uf your farms and their products 
to-dr.y ? 
F .—W ell, they ought to he satisfied with 
10 per cent, on their original Btock. 
Tbat 
is w hat some legislators thick, and it 
weuld be well enough to confine them to 
that. 
C.—Perhaps so, provided you guarantee 
thijrn the 10 per cent. 
But railroads take 
a great many chances, are subject to dam­ 
age from storm, fire, flood, death and dis­ 
aster. 
Statistics show th at of the more 
than $5.000,000,000 of money iuveeied in 
railroads in this country the dividends on the 
capital stock are only 21, per cent, per annum. 
Deducting the first st stock entirely sunk 
ia these roads, then making the neglected 
repairs now demanded, and the investment 
in the aggregate yields nearly nothing. 
The blessings in the aggregate are to the 
people' and not to the investors. 
The 
yearly wear, tear and expense of running 
theto roads are immense, and if, in years 
of disaster, you will insure them the 10 per 
cent, and make it np to them when they 
fall abort, I presume they might adopt 
your theory, otherwise they will be ex­ 
cused. 
But I do not see why the same 
rule should not apply to you. 
Many of 
the roads pay no dividend, but tho farmer 
prospers just the same and does not think 
of the stockholders. 
His m arket is sure, 
and he adds the increased value to his for­ 
mer assets. 
The railroad asks to do the 
same should it chance to meet with pros­ 
perity. 
This is all there is to “ watered 
stock,” against which there is such a howl. 
Unices they have this privilege the one­ 
sided prosperity will some day prove ephem­ 
eral. 
I t 
is unaccountable [that men 
should have such a desire to eat tigs and 
yet wish to stint and dwarf the tree that 
produces the fruit, so afraid aré they of 
the tree. 
But, sir, what sort of an invest­ 
ment would it be to buy stock in this road 
at par with its capital at $125,000,000 ? 
F .—Perfectly safe; the business is in­ 
creasing, and I will w arrant it will be 
worth 100 cepts on a dollar. 
C.—W hat, then, becomes of the water 
you speak of ? 
• 
F. (musingly)—W ell, now—there doeB 
seem to be another side to the question. 
Hero the journey and the conversation 
ended.
